The Sttilroad Labor Board finally admits that a rednction in 

'A-ages must he umh: 'Prevailing conditions justify to some extent, 
vet to be determini tl," says the Board, 'u n adjuHtment downward of 
the wagea of the employees of the carriers." The extent of the re- 
ductions is to be made known in the near future, after representatives 
of both parties to the disputes have been fully heard. It is announced 
that the new schedules will take effect on July 1. 

The relief iu sight for the railroads will be very acceptablp when 
it comes, and the public will receive an ultimate benefit throngh a re- 
duction in freight and passenger rates, ivfleeied in redueed prices 
on everything into which transportation costs enter. It is reffrettable 
that the change could not have come sooner. All through the war 
period tlie railroad employees won; given snccessive increases in their 
v/ages, approximately following the rise iu the cost of living. Tlie 
peak of the food ooet of living was reached in June, 1920, which &.iU- 
also represi'nts tin- liigli tide of many other necessities of life.. The 
following month the last l)ig increase in wages granted the rail em- 
ployees was announced by llic Labor Board, It meant an added cost 
to the roads of about $600,000,000 a year ,and raised all classes of 
workers approximately 21 per cent. 

From that date the cost of livint,' liei.Mii to drop. IVesent retail 
food prices are less than two-thirds what they were a year ago. Cloth- 
ing costs have been forced down almost as much. Owiftg to the slack 
in the building industry rents are not responding as quickly to the 
process of deflation, but the near future will show radical readjust- 
ment in them also. Throughout the whole year of price reductions 
the wages of the rail workers hsTe remained at tlie liipli levels fixed 
la«t July. While prices were going up the workers were able to force 
their wages np also, but when prices were coming down the railroads 
and many other employers were unable to lower their labor costs 
accordingly. 

The case as presented to the liaiUvay Lalioi- Board by the roads 
was unanswerable, and no other decision than that handed down 
could have been rendered by intelligent and fair-minded n\en. It 
was proved that the roails were being forced to pay more for labor 
than they could employ it for in the open market ; tliat the admitted 
reductions in the cost of living justified similar reductions in wage 
scales; that they were being forced to operate their properties at a 
loss because of exorbitant wages; and that they wished to give the 
public the benefit of decreased rates .but could not do sounder the 
war wage schedules in fovee. 

Had the drop iu wages lojj^wed the deereuse in living costs as 
closely as the rise in wages followed the increase in living costs the 
roads would have been saved close to a billion dollai-s, most of which 
would have been passed on to the public in the shape of lower prices 
on all eommodilies and in dividends to millions of railroad stockhold- 
ers. The people, in this case fis in every other instance of taxation, 
have had to bear the burden and c<mtrit)nte the money to meet the 
swollen wage bills. But the i iid is apparently in sight, and, with tlie 
railroads on the road to health through the grant of normal wage 
scales, industry will respond to the readjusted freight rates that will 
follow, and the longest step yet taken toward normalcy will be 
recorded.

The writer reaches the conclusion 
that while there has bet^n increased 
agltatloB vafi legislative activity on 
th« subject of tobacco following the 
mccasa ot tht driva {or •prohibition 
of liquor tha tfforts ot refonpf^rs seek- 
ing to abolish tobacco have no general 
support Tht^ opinion Is based on the 
results of the questlonnalreii on the 
subject sent out to newspaper editors 
of the country by the Press • Service 
Company of New York City. 
The questions asked were: 
(1) Do you favor the enactment of 
laws prohibiting the personal use of 
tobacco by adults'? 

CJ) In your Judgment does the gen- 
eral sentiment of your community 
favor such legislation? 

(8) Is the use of tobacco personal- 
ly objectionable to yont 

No arguments accompanied the ques 
tlons and from their form It was im 
possible for any editor to determine 
the attltndo of the qnestioners. 

Out of 12,618 editors questioned. 
7,847 replied according to the summary 
given. These editors, It Is estimated, 
represent a combined oircnlation of 
•21,870,040. Of tlie 7,,S47 P'limrs re|ily 
inu', 7,3i).3, or 05 per cent, reipiescnt 
public sentiment in their eoiiiniuiiii ies 
as opposed to anti-toliawo leKislalion 
Only 260 editors, or 3 per cent of 
those replying believed there was any 
n.iisiderablc! sentiment favorable to 
tolMicco prohibition. There were 174, 
or '.! per cent, in doubt, while 20 failed 
to record their Judgment. 

Editors' Judgment Unbiased 
"It Is of special Interest to note 
tlint 509 editors In answering the first 
(luestlon, personally favored such 
legislation, although only 260 of them 
reported that public opinion also fa- 
vored the prohibition ot tobacco— en 
Indication of the conscientious effort 
made by ttie edlton to distinguish pub- 
lic optailon from their own personal 
opinions," the artlda continues. 

"The bluest percentage of replies 
reporting public opinion favorable to 
prohibition of tobacco came from Utah,
